In  Memory  of 
Dr.  Walter  Yasko 


November  24^^,  2001  marked  a  very  sad  day  for  the 
profession  of  optometry.  Our  beloved  Dr.  Yasko  passed 
away  after  a  brief  illness,  but  not  before  living  a  very  full  and 
dedicated  life.  After  graduating  from  the  Northern  Illinois 
College  of  Optometry  (JCO)  in  1948,  Dr.  Yasko  remained 
an  active  part  of  ICO  as  an  instructor,  an  administrator,  and 
most  of  all,  a  roll  model. 

Dr.  Yasko's  commitment  and  dedication  to 
optometry  extended  beyond  ICO .  He  was  involved  in  many 
professional  optometric  organizations  and  became  a  Fellow 
in  the  American  Academy  of  Optometry  in  1953.  Since 
1948,  Dr.  Yasko  maintained  optometric  licensure  in  Illinois, 
Michigan  and  New  Jersey.  "You  never  know,  I  just  might 
want  to  leave  Illinois  and  practice  in  Michigan  or  New 
Jersey  some  day,"  he  would  joke  when  asked  about  his 
mukiple  licenses.  Illinois  and  the  Illinois  College  of 
Optometry  were  so  fortunate  to  have  become  his  home. 

Dr.  Yasko  was  frequently  acknowledged  with 
many  honors  and  accolades  throughout  his  career.  As  a 
student  he  was  a  member  of  the  Tomb  &  Key  Honor 
Society  and  the  Beta  Sigma  Kappa  Honor  Society.  The 
Honorary  Doctor  of  Ocular  Science  (D.O.S.)  degree  was 
conferred  upon  Dr.  Yasko  in  1968.  And  in  1999,  one  of  Dr. 
Yasko's  proudest  moments  occured  when  he  was  presented 
with  the  ICO  Presidential  Medal  of  Honor.  He  was 
recognized  for  his  outstanding  contributions  to  optometry 
and  to  the  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  as  part  of  the 
college's  125''' anniversary  celebration.  He  wore  the  "Gold 
Medallion"  proudly. 

Over  and  above  tliese  numerous  achievements.  Dr. 
Yasko's  commitment  to  the  students  at  ICO  these  past  53 
years  was  by  far  his  greatest  accomplishment  and  one  of 
which  he  was  most  proud.  He  touched  so  many  lives  with 
his  never-ending  dedication  to  tlieir  education  and  ultimately 
to  their  careers  as  doctors  of  optometry.  Although  we,  the 
ICO  family,  past  and  present,  will  truly  miss  Dr.  Yasko, 
his  ICO  spirit  will  never  be  forgotten.

Gregory  Edward  Steele,  Ph.D.,O.D.  passedaway  peacefully  on  November  27, 2001,  in  his  mother's  home 
in  Gladewater,  Texas  surrounded  by  his  family  after  a  courageous  stmggle  with  lymphoma. 

As  a  National  Merit  Finalist,  Dr.  Steele  attended  Texas  A&M  University  where  he  earned  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  Degree  in  Chemistry.  He  went  on  to  receive  a  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Alabama,  Birmingham  in 
Psychology/Behavioral  Neuroscience  as  well  as  a  Doctor  of  Optometry  from  the  School  of  Optometry  at  the 
University  of  Alabama,  Birmingham  where  he  graduated  atthe  top  of  his  class. 

Dr.  Steele  completed  a  year  of  Post  Doctoral  study  in  Pediatrics  at  the  Illinois  of  College  of  Optometry 
where  he  later  taught  Neuroanatomy.  During  his  years  at  ICO,  Dr.  Steele  published  numerous  papers,  presented 
posters,  taught  courses  and  laboratories,  gave  multiple  continuing  education  courses  and  won  awards  for 
excellence  in  several  areas. 

An  optometric  Renaissance  man.  Dr.  Steele  was  a  teacher,  researcher,  scientist,  and  optometrist  with 
diverse  interested  that  included  everything  from  neuroanatomy  to  comic  books.  He  brought  his  love  of  drama 
to  ICO .  And  for  three  years,  he  directed  a  play  each  summer  with  earnings  benefiting  the  Faculty  Scholarship 
Fund. 

Dr.  Steele  will  be  remembered  by  his  family,  friends,  and  colleagues  for  his  cheerful  personality, 
intelligence,  motivation,  and  helpfulness.  But  first  and  foremost,  he  leaves  us  his  legacy  as  a  teacher.  He  taught 
his  students  not  only  the  facts  but  also  how  to  put  these  facts  into  a  cohesive  and  meaningful  whole.  He  also  taught 
us  how  to  accomplish  what  we  thought  was  impossible .  He  taught  us  to  do  more ,  try  harder,  and  to  accept  nothing 
but  excellence  from  ourselves  and  those  around  us.
